that Toms isn’t faithfully at 
practice all the time, but some- 
times he just seems a bit bored 
with the proceedings, according to 
Roloff. 

**He gets tired of mental repe- 
titions . . . doing the same thing 
over and over and over bothers 
him,”’ says Roloff. This constant 
running without stopping is, of 
course, the essence of cross 
country conditioning, so it would 
seem that a lack of interest in 
this department would spell the end 
of a college harrier’s career, 

Not so in Toms’ case though, 
because the 6-1, 170 Ibs speedster 
has a vital saving factor “In 
anything that involves putting a 
time on it, he is tough,’’ says 
Roloff. lransilated from sports 
jargon, that means running against 


the clock for a specific time on 
a course is stimulating for Toms. 
This accounts for his consistent 
sucess during meets, when he not 
only has the clock, but jive op- 
ponents to compete with

running on guts at first.’’ 

How good could Toms be if 
he reaily applied himself? Only 
the athlete himself could answer 
this questicn through his own per- 
formances, but our guess is that 
he is even better suited for another 
type of running. Roloff, who is 
also the Hornet track coach, is 
already training Toms for a future 
as a_ steeplechase runner this 
spring. 

Concerning his man and the 
steepiechase event, Roloff notes 
that ‘‘It has other things in it 
besides just circling the track — 
that’s the kind of thing that bores 
him.’’ Toms has fluctuatedamong 
the second, third and fourth man 
positions on the cross country team 
this year, but chances are he'll 
find a more consistent place as 
a steeplechaser — right up around 
the top, 

Still, one pitfall remains to be 
conquered by the runner, ‘‘It’s 
purely a mental thing, he’s always 
done it,’’ says Roloff. Well, he 
might get away with it on a cross 
country course, but FWC track 
rules simply will not tolerate iton 
the cinder oval, Don Toms—you’re
